Director to oertain individuals of CIG, of which tho Chief of 
ICAPS will bo informed by tho individual oonoornocS* 
b# f 3ho establishment of initial liaison contaots by ICAPS will 

include all contacts with other agoncios of the Government in connection 
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vriti’ with, the development of any CIG operation, projeot, plan, or policy 
from initiation through the planning stages to the point of final 
approval for implementation. 

_c, Y/hen the Director has approved implementation 1CAPS will 
delegate tin writing to the CIG activities ooncemod direct liaison 
functions required for tho implementation of the approved operation, 
projeot, plan or policy. This written delegation will specify points 
of liaison oontact authorised in CIG and other agonoies. Responsible 
offioors of CIG will insuro rigid adhoronco to established policies. 

4.. Assistant Diroctors will tako aotion to insuro compliance with the 
provisions of this memorandum and to insuro appropriate roferenoo to ICAPS of 
recommendations originating in their offices for new operations, projects, plane 
or polioies#
